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—a frame with buttons or beads sliding on rods—the Romans 
received from the Etruscans. Others used it, too. 7 

“When the Spaniards came over to this hemisphere,” Dorothy 
explained, “they found the abacus in use here. The abacus was 
developed naturally from the original device of counting on the 
fingers, and was the only means of figuring until along about 
the beginning of the Christian era.”” Having disposed of Roman 
numerals, Dorothy went on: “What we call Arabic numerals 
really came originally from India and were called ‘Indian’ 
numerals by the Arabs. The Arabs introduced them to the West- 
ern world, so the western folks called them ‘Arabic’ numerals.” 
According to Dorothy Sterling, the really big contribution to the 
developing of “figuring” was the Hindu inspiration to create a 
sign for “nothing,” which has become our zero. They used their 
sign for “nothing” to indicate no beads or buttons on that wire 
of the counting frame. 

If you believe Dorothy, the people who really had sure- 
enough trouble with their mathematics were the Hebrews. “In- 
stead of feeling sorry for the Romans, feel sorry for the 
Hebrews,” she said. Here’s why: their system of numerals in- 
cluded every letter of their entire alphabet. 

“And,” Dorothy went on, “if you’re feeling sorry for “folks 
who have had to use the abacus, remember that not so long ago 
in a time-and-accuracy contest between a modern adding ma- 
chine and an abacus, the fellow fingering the abacus came out 
ahead.” 


An abacus I know about, although I never fingered one 


myself. Working years ago in California as a seed farmer, | | 


practically lived with Chinese people. Of course, as for many 
centuries, the abacus was their comptometer. I haven’t seen one 
for a very long time, but it is easy to remember the frame— 
something like the frame of an old-fashioned school slate—

Don’t 
ask me for details; I don’t remember them. But I guess the 
abacus is as efficient as Dorothy says it is. Anyway, my Oriental 
pals fingered out their arithmetic with neatness and dispatch. 
Actually, as I found out one summer afternoon, a Chinese 
abacus jockey could do a job even if he had left his abacus at 
home. That afternoon, I had driven out to one of the seed farms 
with the field hands’ pay roll, a canvas sack full of gold pieces, 
a couple of thousand dollars, I guess. The foreman, Ah Chin, 
was out in the field with a bunch of his men, so I drove out there 
with the money. He counted the coins on the running board of 
the car, then made an abacus with pebbles alongside the money 
and quick as a wink verified the arithmetic. Don’t ask me how. 
_ Thinking of Ah Chin reminds me of Chin Go Yuen, another 
Chinese pal of mine, the foreman of another of the seed farms. 
Chin had a young son, and wanted him to learn arithmetic 
American style, so sent him to school in San Francisco, not 
far away. Chin didn’t want the kid to be limited to the abacus. 
But as it turned out, the young lad never did graduate from the 
button stick. The Chinese youth trundled off to San Francisco 
each day; each night, he came home with mighty inky fingers. 
At long last, old Chin Go Yuen learned the truth. Young Chin 
was expelled from school because after the first day he had 
never been back there. Day after day during the entire term he 
had fooled around Chinatown, then carefully inked his fingers 
so as to fool Papa Chin into thinking he had been slaving away 
at a school desk. 
Young Chin never did learn American-style arithmetic but, 
according to Dorothy Sterling, he was better off with the button 
stick anyway.

any dentist desiring an arrange- 
ment with his local bank consider 
only the first method. Today, most 
banks specialize in personal loans. 
They are able to make credit in- 
vestigations and to handle monthly 
payments. Obviously, a bank with 
a personal loan department is 
much more likely to cooperate on 
Plan No. 1 than one which is not 
equipped to handle small monthly 
payments; so if you have a choice, 
select a bank that is now making 
monthly payment loans. 


Bank Collects 

It would be my advice to make 
no mention of a reserve unless the 
- bank asks for it. Bankers vary just 
as the rest of us do. Some would 
be willing to make these loans with- 
out any reserve being set up and 
without recourse to the dentist. In 
other words they would take the 
note with full responsibility for 
collection. Certainly, that is the 
desirable arrangement for the den- 
tist, if it can be brought about. 

With this arrangement, of 
course, it is necessary for the bank 
to know before the service is com- 
pleted what the approximate size 
of the note will be and who the 
patient is. To procure this informa- 
tion, the bank likely has a loan 
application form on which neces- 
sary data about the patient can be 
entered. The dentist then estimates 
the cost of the service and the 
bank decides, usually within two 
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or three hours, whether or not it | 
is willing to make the loan. The |

“This plan cannot be praised too 
highly. It gives the patient an op- 
portunity to obtain the best den- 
tistry and is easier on his pocket- 
book. This plan averts charge ac- 
counts for those who are poor 
credit risks. It gives me an op- 
portunity to say: ‘Mrs. Brown, if 
you are not able to pay cash for 
this work, we have arranged a 
budget plan which you are. wel- 
come to use.’ 

“Not all patients are willing to 
handle the account through the 
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bank; some want me to handle the 
account myself. But after I tell 
them about the high laboratory 
fees and explain the inconvenience 
of carrying accounts over a long 
period of time, they usually agree 
to pay cash or handle the account 
through the bank.” 

Doctor Edmund N. Barbour of 
Detroit, Michigan, also uses Plan 
No. 1. This is his experience: 

“I have always been a firm be- 
liever in having a definite under- 
standing with the patient in regard 
to method of payment before treat- 
ment is started. A few minutes 
spent in frank discussion with the 
patient before the service is begun, 
to my mind, saves a lot of misun- 


. derstandings and money. I have al- 


ways conducted my practice on a 
cash basis so, when a patient can- 
not afford the necessary work, the 
payment plan is a welcome alterna- 
tive. 

“About 25 patients a year use 
this plan for necessary extensive 
dental treatments, the cost of which 
is too great for the average per- 
son to meet all at once. 

“Those who object to a pay- 
ment plan are in the minority. Most 
people would rather make pay- 
ments spread out over a year than 
touch their savings or bonds. 
Those who object to giving a note 
to the bank usually have access to 
the money and end up by paying 
cash.”

Pennsylvania man warns of 
nutritional dangers in refined, 


processed foods. 


Doctor FrReEp D. Miller, a dentist 
of Altoona, Pennsylvania, ap- 
peared recently before a special 
committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives which has undertaken 
an investigation of the use of po- 
tentially harmful chemicals in the 
processing and preservation of 
foods. Doctor Miller, who was the 
first dentist to be heard, pointed 
out to the legislators the close re- 
lationship between dental caries 
and the use of refined foods and 
carbonated drinks: 

“Dental caries is the most pre- 
valent disease known to civilized 
man. At least 98 per cent of the 
population of this country suffers

“Incidentally, the United States 
is essentially an importer of re- 
fined sugar. Every 100 pounds of 
sugar in import displaces 100 
pounds of milk or about ,500 
pounds of potatoes in our diet. 
This certainly does not help our 
own agriculture. Sugar is not a 
necessary article of diet; it is not 
a food essential. Neither is re- 
fined flour; it, too, is a foodless 
food. Both of these luxuries and 
soft drinks should be taxed (like 
whiskey and _ cigarettes). This 
would make people realize that 
these foodless foods are not essen- 
tial, in fact are detrimental to the 
future physical well-being of our 
people. The contents of soft drinks 
shonld be written plainly on the 
label—say for example that the 
bottle contains 41% teaspoonfuls of 
refined sugar and a certain per- 
centage of phosphoric acid. This 
will serve to educate the consumer. 
He should at least be privileged to 
know what he is drinking and 
most certainly and positively the 
soft drink beverage industry 
should be urged to find methods of 
reducing the pH or acid content 
of their beverages and to adopt 
some new way of sweetening the 
drink so that it will not be detri- 
mental to the teeth, the stomach, 
and to the general physical struc- 
ture. They should gladly cooperate 
—and I believe they would if they 
were informed as to what they are 
doing to reduce the stamina of our 
boys and girls. 

“There is a new sweetening 
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chemical on the market, sucaryl 
sodium, which, I understand, is 
not detrimental to the human or- 
ganism. This may be the answer! 
Something must be done soon; 
soft drinks are keeping our Amer- 
ican youth soft. 

“During World War II, I was 
on the Medical Advisory Board in 
our community. In the first draft 
of the first million men, there 
were 188,000 men rejected be- 
cause they could not meet Selec- 
tive Service dental requirements: 
six upper teeth, and six lower 
teeth, opposing. During this time, 
I examined thirty-nine patients to 
determine if they should be ac- 
cepted. Most of them were re- 
jected—the officials found out that 
‘if they insisted on these require- 
ments they could not get an army, 


an upper and a lower jaw. ‘* 

“In World War I, Army den. 
tists made virtually no dentures, 
In World War II, the peak month 
for the Army dentists alone was 
102,000 dentures. Think of that!.

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Recording Comvensciion

Analysis of recordings of dentist-patient conversation proves to 


be a profitable experiment. 


THE PROBLEM of misunderstand- 
ing between the dentist and his 
patients appears to be a difficult 
one to solve. Complaints are often 
loud from the patient’s side of the 
fence, but the initiative in acquir- 
ing understanding must be taken 
by the dentist—the practitioner 
who is willing to take the neces- 
sary pains to achieve mutual har- 
mony. To accomplish this, the den- 
tist would have to regard each pa- 
tient as his only one insofar as 
study of the whole person of that 
patient is concerned. The dentist 
who views each patient as an im- 
personal segment of his daily 
schedule or a potential bolster to 
his income can never hope to ac- 
complish this feat. Neither can the 
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supercilious dentist who considers 
his dental degree omniscient and 
his patients intellectually inferior. 

An exceptionally capable and 
thoughtful dentist of our acquain- 
tance undertook to investigate this 
problem recently; not because his 
patients showed dissatisfaction 


with his service, but because he, . 


himself, felt that there was room 
for improvement in what ap- 
peared to be unusually fine dentist- 
patient relationship in his practice. 
Indicative of this was one of the 
comments made by new patients in 
this vein: “What a pleasure to find 
a dentist who explains what he is 
doing!” His first step was to set 
up a blackboard in his operating 
room and to illustrate his verbal 
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explanations of dental treatments. 
However, the blackboard method 
proved only slightly helpful in that 
its use was limited to the one 
function of illustration. This was 
not enough. 

When one of his patients re- 
ported that he was using a sound 
recorder to “preserve” the fights 
and bickerings of his children, 
with the hope of shaming them 
into reform, this dentist decided 
to try a recording machine for his 
dental office experiment. It could 
be used for research in many di- 
rections. It would not provide any 
direct help to the dentist in his 
practice, but indirectly it could 
serve as an aid by acquiring infor- 
mation necessary to his individual 
improvement. 


Indicates Feeling 

In a general sense, the purpose 
of the sound recorder in the den- 
tal office is as an objective form of 
learning; while its particular pur- 
pose is the recording of patient- 
dentist conversation. It may be 
said that learning is a combined 
result of thought, action, and feel- 
ing; and that action and thought 
are capable of separate and more 
concrete evaluation than feeling. 
Inherent in any human relation- 
ship, feeling is defined by this den- 
tist as “‘one sense instead of five, 
but at the same time including all 
five—a combined operation of all 
perceptions.” He goes on to ex- 
plain, “Perception of an organism 
as a whole, culminating in some 
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activity, cannot have thought or 
action without feeling.” Feeling, 
we know, is involved in all ex- 
perience. 

So, we must reckon with feeling. 
By its nature, it cannot be meas- 
ured by any direct, concrete meth- 
od, for there is no standard or 
norm; but the sound recorder can 
measure, indirectly, the feeling as 
it is indicated in conversation. 
Thus, the feelings and intentions 
you had at the time you talked 
with a patient can be compared 
with what you actually said, as 
heard on the play-back of the 
sound recorder. Does the idea you 
had in mind correspond with what 
you conveyed to the patient? Sim- 
ilarly, careful analysis of the pa- 
tient’s voice in the recording re- 
veals certain traits that are elusive 
in the quick passage of conversa- 
tion. Different ways of saying 
“ves,” for example, indicate a pa- 
tient’s understanding or lack of it. 

In studying the patient’s voice 
for comprehension, keep in mind 
the varying degrees of conscious- 
ness, a continuum; not different 
kinds. The sound recorder can 
catch this; it can pick up the 
slightest deviation in voice tone or 
inflection and it is on the tape for 
analysis by the dentist for as long. 
as he wishes to keep it. 

Of course, the sound recorder is 
an aid to the dentist in the same 
way it helps the speech student; 
through exposition of faults in the 
voice and diction and measure- 
ment of improvement, if any. This 
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is an important factor in dental 
ofice relationships. Operating 
rooms are small and one unpleas- 
ant voice would be enough to set 
a patient’s already tensed nerves 
on edge. So, through the use of the 
sound recorder, the dentist who 
seeks to improve his speech, can 
examine the results of his efforts 


periodically. 


Case Presentation 

In case presentation, the re- 
corder’s value is boundless. It is 
in this phase of dental practice that 
the greatest strains in dentist-pa- 
tient relationship occur. It is here 
that the patient is most often dis- 
satisfied. Even when .a well-inten- 
tioned dentist tries sincerely to ex- 
plain a certain treatment and tell 
why it is being performed, his 
efforts can fail, if he is incapable 
of expressing himself. Or, possibly, 
the explanation is not sufficiently 
clear in his own mind. 

Patients often expect an entire- 
ly different treatment from the one 
you are performing, and any de- 
viation from an anticipated pro- 
cedure requires some explanation. 
If the patient is interested and in- 
telligent enough to look ahead and 
try to understand his dental treat- 
ment, he is entitled to an adequate 
explanation. He will accept the 
preferred procedure if he under- 
stands it. A sound recording of 
any such situation will help to 
determine where the trouble lies; 
and, with a little study, the dentist 
can see readily what is needed to 
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correct the difficulty. In any case 
where the patient is involved, of 
course, analysis depends on the in- 
telligence and personality of the 
patient. 

An interesting consideration in 
use of the sound recorder is the 
large amount of extraneous noise 
that is picked up. Street noises; 
automobile horns, street cars, and 
voices, as well as the usual office 
sounds, are surprisingly glaring. 
These underlying noises could 
have an undesirable effect on the 
dentist as well as the patient. Nor- 
mally, the average person is not 
consciously aware of them. All 
this is merely hypothesis, but it 
does enable the curious dentist to 
formulate the question, “Can back- 
ground noise seriously affect the 
serenity of the dental office, 
through either the patient or den- 
tist?”’ This question waits to be 
answered, and sufficient research 
and analysis might help to estab- 
lish some interesting theories. 

The sound recorder is only a 
means of research; it proves noth- 
ing. But it does provide factual in- 
formation that could not be had 
otherwise. The type of machine 
used by this dentist is compact 
and small—about the size of a 
portable typewriter case. It is sim- 
ple to operate. There is no upkeep 
to speak of, for the tape can be 
used over and over. As it records, 
the previous recording is erased 
automatically from the tape, which 
runs from one reel to another, 
as in a movie projector. 
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The use of the recorder, of 
course, is secondary to the den- 
tist’s practice, and should never be 
used if it interferes in any way 
with dental treatment. In first ex- 
perimenting with the machine, it 
was believed that each patient 
should be told when the recording 
is being made. However, this 
knowledge was the foundation of 
many unreal obstacles for the pa- 
tient and destroyed any natural 
spontaneity in the conversation. 
The machine is so quiet, most peo- 
ple would be unaware of its opera- 
tion, anyway. It is well to tell the 
patient after the recording is 
made, however, in case he does 
have some objection. If so, it is 
simple enough to erase the record- 
ing. The dentist should be selec- 
tive in his use of the sound re- 
corder, keeping in mind the per- 
sonality of the patient, and wheth- 
er there is need of investigation in 
a particular case. It is hardly nec- 
essary to say that such recordings 
are privileged communications 
and must be treated as confiden- 
tial. 
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This is just one method of an- 
alysis for improvement of the pa- 
tient-practitioner relationship. The 
experiment on which this article 
is based is recent and of short 
duration. Its greatest benefits so 
far have been only to the dentist 
who made it and consequently to 
his patients. Through its use, this 
conscientious dentist has been able 
to learn a lot about himself and 
his patients, but he feels that there 
is even more to be discovered. If 
the sound recorder has been used 
previously in a dental office ex- 
periment, we would be interested 
to learn how it was applied and 
just what was achieved by its use. 
Much is to-be gained in self-con- 
fidence and satisfaction for the 
dentist who is willing to spend a 
little extra time and study toward 
the understanding of his patients, 
regardless of his method. His re- 
ward will be his patients’ recipro- 
cated confidence, trust, under- 
standing, and respect.

Decisive local action can check the unscrupulous black-market 


minority in wartime dentistry.

INCREASING SIGNS indicate that in- 
flationary pressures produced by 
our growing national defense pro- 
gram will soon reach crisis propor- 
tions. With general price levels al- 
ready breaking all previous rec- 
ords, one need not be an economist 
to imagine the heights they should 
reach in months ahead, when mili- 
tary defense and foreign aid ex- 
penditures are expected to top an 
annual rate of $15,000,000,000, 
over the third quarter of last year. 
As consumer goods and services 
shrink, personal incomes will ex- 
pand and, of course, dental in- 
comes are no exception. 

With total mobilization slated 
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toward a goal of 13,000,000 men,' 
some 26,000 dentists—or one-third 
of the entire dental population— 
will be in uniform. The remaining 
two-thirds must care for the den- 
tal needs of 137,000,000 persons. 
This will, of course, mean severe 
dental manpower scarcities in 
many parts of the country; even 
in peacetime the demand for pro- 
fessional dental services exceeds 
the supply. Is there, then, a dan- 
ger that some civilian dentists will 
take advantage of people in their 
communities and exact exorbitant 
fees totally out of line with the 
norm? 

Of course there is. There are 
unethical men and women in every 
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business and profession. Yet avail- 
able figures indicate that profiteer- 
ing by dentists in the second World 
War was insignificant in propor- 
tion to the total dental population. 
In fact, as one dentist explains it, 
“The great majority of us who 
stayed home during the war 
worked harder than ever! Putting 
in ten to fourteen hours a day— 
and more—was far from unusual.” 

Every dentist knows that during 
the war most civilian practitioners 
were doing as much (and prob- 
ably more) than their dental col- 
leagues in military service. By 
gearing their work to wartime 
needs, service—not profits—was 
the incentive which kept them 
working halfway, and sometimes 
three-quarters, round the clock, 
voluntarily. But does every lay- 
man know that? No, because a 
small percentage of dentists fol- 
lowed a different incentive and did 
profiteer. Fortunately, so far as 
numbers are _ concerned, this 
group was an insignificant part of 
the whole; unfortunately, their ef- 
fect was far from insignficant! 
Airline executives are constantly 
emphasizing that, in relation to 
number of miles flown, the per- 
centage of accidents is minimal. 
But they never stop seeking means 
of making flights safer! Publicity 
from a front-page story of one 
plane crash carries more emotion- 
al impact for the public mind than 
reams of cold statistics proving air 
transportation to be one of the 
safest modes of travel. 
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The insignificant number of chis- 
elers among dentists harmed the 
entire profession during and after 
the last war, as much as it hurt 
those who were chiseled. Although 
the average layman holds the den- 
tal profession in high regard, he 
exaggerates the number of profit- 
teers among its practitioners. After 
passage last fall of the House and 
Senate bill to draft as many physi- 
cians and dentists up to age 50 as 
needed, Time magazine con: 
mented that legislators saw eye to 
eye because of “bipartisan imra 
tience with ‘doctors’ and dentists 
deferred in World War II and 
trained at Government expense, 
who had ignored appeals to pay 
their debt to their country by vol- 
unteering ... 

Of course this group was not at 
all representative of the profession, 
but the effect of publicity quite 
often goes beyond its immediate 
target. About that same time, the 
widely-read Scripps-Howard col- 
umnist, Robert C. Ruark, was not 
aiming his fire at the majority of 
dentists when he said, “To beat a 
draft and knock off a free medical 
education is quite a feat... | 
wouldn’t weep for (this group) if 
they all got drafted on privates 
pay. They owe us some interest on 
the loan.” 

The layman tends to suspect the 
motives of more than a few den- 
tists, and even tends to lump den 
tists together with physicians an¢

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lawyers indiscriminately and say 
“they're all after too much mon- 
ey.” Actually, the average net in- 
come of independent nonsalaried 
dentists, or some 92 per cent of all 
dentists, has followed the general 
economic trend closely for the past 
two decades; and dental incomes 
dropped more in depression years 
than those of physicians and law- 
yers. Then there was a slow uphill 
climb until the war years.® 

Naturally, in wartime, personal 
incomes of most kinds rose sharp- 
ly as the number of civilians de- 
clined. But what business or pro- 
fession can survive inflation with- 
out a corresponding increase in 
revenue? Our concern here is with 
the small group of dentists who 
take all they can for themselves 
during wartime inflation. This 
group should be controlled, if pos- 
sible, because of its damaging ef- 
fect on both the profession and 
the national economy. Is it pos- 
sible to control them? 


Voluntary Fee Control 

Yes, there is one way in which 
the dental profession can control 
profiteering and help fight wartime 
inflation, and at the same time 
protect the honor of the profession 
by assuring laymen that dentists 
are working together and doing all 
they can to shield the public from 
profiteering. This method would 
be a ceiling on professional fees, 
an idea far from attractive to most

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dentists. But, if prices and wages 
are to be controlled generally, why 
should dentists not consider doing 
the same? An effective system of 
ceilings on professional fees would 
serve at least to help keep inflation- 
ary rises at a reasonably slow rate. 
It is impossible to conceive of 
a workable fee ceiling arrange- 
ment being devised and put into 
immediate operation. The problem 
has too many implications. For 
that reason, thorough considera- 
tion of the problem should be 
launched at once. Ceilings on fees 
will have to take into account such 
factors as the dentist’s source of 
income, size of community, and 
type of practice. They all bear on 
his income pattern, as do the in- 
tangibles of skill and time. 
Consider the importance of com- 
munity size alone. During the last 
war, dental profiteering varied 
markedly in geographic areas: 
some had a great deal, others little, 
some locales had none. Assuming 


_ that the same pattern would be re- 


peated in the impending crisis, a 
mere suggestion of ceilings will 
naturally provoke resentment 
among those in the last-named 
group. And imagine how imprac- 
tical it would be to impose one 
arbitrary ceiling for fees on den- 
tists in New England and on those 
in the Far West, who, according 
to surveys, had a 66 per cent high- 
er net income in 1948 than the 
former group, and a net income 
above that of dentists anywhere 
else in the country! Obviously, 
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HOW TO DEFEAT INFLATION 


Regardless of imposed regulations, the battle against uncontrolled in- 


flation in this country can be won only through self-sacrifice and self. 
restraint, according to Guy E. Reed, President of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce and Industry. 

“In the days ahead,” said Mr. Reed, “we can win the battle of 
production and lose for future generations through inflation the op- 
portunities and way of life with which we have been blessed. We must 
realize that unbridled inflation can undermine our entire business econ- 


omy. —Chicago Sun Times. 





then, ceilings cannot be on a na- 
tionwide scale; they can be justi- 
fied only on individual community 
patterns. 

There is another important qual- 
ification for effective fee ceilings: 
they must not be compulsory. 
Forceful limitation of fees would 
only conceal inflation, as in World 
War II with ceilings on food and 
apparel. Aside from black-market 
operations, there was a strong re- 
duction in quality, whereby con- 
sumers paid no more but received 
less for their money. The dental 


profession must not be forced to 


supply inferior services because 
ceilings make it more profitable. A 
patient’s purchasing power is ef- 
fectively reduced when he is 
forced to buy a denture of second- 
grade instead of first-grade ma- 
terial. Compulsory ceilings on den- 
tal fees would conceal inflation, 
endanger production, and lower 
the standard of living. 

Probably the most satisfactory 
arrangement would be an agree- 
ment arrived at by the state board 
of dental examiners in each state, 






or the respective boards of health, 
along with a national Board of 
Appeals. This would be a select 
group of respected civilian den- 
tists who would confer with the 
local groups, through the local 
dental societies, and work out mu- 
tually acceptable ceilings to which 
members would be bound volun- 
tarily. Besides being voluntary and 
on a local basis, the ceiling ar- 
rangements would include some al- 
lowance for raising ceiling levels 
periodically, in line with cost-of- 
living changes above a certain mu- 
tually accepted date. Otherwise, 
evasions would follow certainly. 
A patient who feels overcharged 
by a dentist can appeal to the 
Board. But more important, he 
would appreciate the sense of pro- 
tection. The average layman rarely 


realizes the difficulty of fixing set. 


values on scientific knowledge; yet 
in this way he would be assured 
that. he need not fear being over- 
charged. He would be impressed 
favorably by the placard exhibited 
in the dentist’s reception room 
stating that “Doctor is 
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a voluntary cooperating member 
of the Wartime Committee on Den- 
tal Fee Stabilization (or some such 
title), which has the full endorse- 
ment of the American Dental As- 
sociation.” 

Such a program would be in the 
best interest of all dentists and all 
patients. It would put pressure on 
the chiselers to join the group, dis- 
play the placard to public view, 
and think twice before breaking 
their code of ethics. If they chose 
to stay outside the fold, in which 
case their failure to cooperate 
would soon be obvious to the lay- 
men in the community, the dental 
profession would be free of re- 
sponsibility. Besides doing inval- 
uable service by helping to hold 
inflation to a slow and safe rate, 
the program could furnish excel- 
lent publicity through its psycho- 
logic effect—impressing the public 
that members of the profession are 
doing their full share as good citi- 
zens in the fight against inflation 
and the policing of their dental 
ranks, 
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Does such a program sound too 
noble, too idealistic? It isn’t. It is 
just a way for the profession to do 
its share in wartime as honorably 
as it did in the last war, with one 
important difference: this time 
both the public and the profession 
will be protected from the dam- 
age of the profiteering minority, 
and if the profession does not cur- 
tail dangerous public misunder- 
standing, the trend toward com- 
pulsory prepaid dental insurance 
will be encouraged. 

Although the problem is a deli- 
cate one, it must be met. Perhaps 
the plan suggested here can en- 
courage positive consideration of 
the issue. Is it too hot to handle? 
Not today, because the majority of 
dentists value too much the public 
respect they have earned to allow 
the unscrupulous few among them 
to harm their profession’s future 
and to work against their Nation.

of Nation to be Mobilized

civil-defense health services. 


A NEW FEDERAL publication on 
health service and special weapons 
defense is now available to the 
professions and the public under 
the title, United States Civil De- 
fense.' This book not only makes 
recommendations for a_ national 
civil-defense program but offers 
specific information on how to or- 
ganize and coordinate health serv- 
ices with the defense program. The 
entire plan is based on the prin- 
ciple that civil defense is the re- 
sponsibility, not of the military 
but of civilians and of their fed- 
eral, state, and local governments. 

This functional plan for civil- 
defense health services was pre- 
pared by the Health Resources 
Offices of the National Security 
Board only after it had obtained 
information from many represen- 
tatives of the various health pro- 
fessions and had consulted pro- 
fessional organizations, including 
the American Dental Association. 

Emphasis is given throughout

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the book to the fact that health 
services to be effective must be 
coordinated with all other civil- 
defense services—adequate fire, 
police, and rescue service, trans- 
portation, water, electricity, and 
engineering services are intimately 
tied to satisfactory first-aid and 
surgical procedures. 

Other branches of civil-defense 
are not, however, as likely to suf- 
fer from severe shortages of pro- 
fessional personnel, special facili- 
ties, and supplies, as the health 
services. Planners are urged to 
keep in mind that, in the event of 
a war, personnel shortages would 
become acute because of the re- 
quirements of the Armed Forces. 
The program for civilian health 
services must be developed on the 
assumption that military person- 
nel, equipment, or supplies would 
not be available for disaster relief 
in wartime. That is why local of- 
ficials should formulate plans now 
to make the maximum use of their 
personnel and supplies. 

The Federal Civil-Defense A¢- 


ministration does not attempt 
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offer an administrative blueprint 
for action. Rather the book sets 
forth methods of meeting func- 
tional needs in a variety of com- 
munities, and the overall organiza- 
tion and administration can be de- 
veloped according to local require- 
ments. Because some uniformity 
on a national basis in the federal, 
state, and local civil-defense ad- 
ministration is necessary, recom- 
mendations on administration and 
organization are given for com- 
munities whose local structure per- 
mits such a setup. Chapter two 
explains how civil-defense health 
services should make plans and 
train personnel in peacetime as a 
preparation for any war emer- 
gency. Chapter nineteen presents 
the plan in summary for the func- 
tioning of a local civil-defense 
health service. 

Of particular interest and bene- 
fit to dentists are specific recom- 
mendations made in this book for 
utilizing dental personnel and 
skills: 

A physician, it is pointed out, 
should be in charge of the first-aid 
station, but in his absence a den- 
tist is to take over. When a physi- 
cian is present, dentists are to 
serve as his assistants in supervis- 
ing and performing first-aid and 
emergency treatments. 

Personnel requirements for a 
first-aid station, including physi- 
cians, dentists, nurses, pharm- 
acists, nurses’ aides, clerical as- 
sistants, and litter bearers, are 
shown in the accompanying chart. 
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Special medical and profession. } 


al services that should be avail. 
able at all times include emer. 
gency noncasualty medical care, 
pediatric, obstetrical, dental, phar. 
maceutical, and nursing service 
and mental hygiene care. 

It is advised that most of the 
dentists of the community should 
be assigned to work in first-aid sta. 
tions. “Here they could make an 
invaluable contribution. Their pro- 
fessional training is such that they 
could treat shock, arrest hemor. 
rhage, administer plasma, and per- 
form other similar _ lifesaving 
tasks.” 

In the discussion of special 
health services, during the initial 
stages of a disaster, dentists (pre- 
ferably with hospital experience) 
should be included in the staffs of 
hospitals, of both existing and im- 
provised types. Primarily their 
functions should be “to provide 
care for patients with maxillofacial 
injuries. They may also serve as 
anesthetists for certain types of 
operations.” 

It is not recommended in gen- 
eral that teams of oral surgeons be 
brought into a disaster area. “Per- 
sons with fractures of the maxilla 
or mandible, or reiated injuries, 
should be given first-aid or emer- 
gency treatment. Oral surgeons 
within attacked areas should be 
used for care of cases in which 
injuries are so severe as to jeopar 
dize life, or in cases where other 
injuries make evacuation impos 
sible.” 
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A staff college will be developed 
for top civil-defense planners and 
administrators, according to pres- 
ent plans of the federal administra- 
tion. Health service officials will 
participate in the staff college op- 
erations. 

Specialized health service cours- 
es will provide training in defense 
against atomic, biologic, and 
chemical warfare. The first group, 
148 physicians from thirty-eight 
states, has already been trained by 
the Atomic Commission in coop- 
eration with the Resources Board 
in the medical aspects of atomic 
warfare. Other courses—either 
federal, state, or local—will be 
available for dentists, veterinar- 
ians, and other professional and 
technical people employed in the 
health services. 

Because of the potential size of 
the casualty-treatment problem, at 
least in major metropolitan areas, 
a separate section for them is rec- 
ommended. This section’s duties 
would include classifying local 
physicians, dentists, nurses, and 
others in civil-defense duties, and 
arranging for mobilization and as- 
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signment of these professional . 
people in time of disaster. As to 
personnel “the section would be 
headed by a physician, with a den- 
tist and nurse administrator as 
principal assistants. All surgeons, 
surgical nurses, anesthetists, and 
similar specialized professional 
personnel should be grouped in 
surgical teams and plans made to 
assign them to improvised and ex- 
isting hospitals.” 

In the interests of prudence, the 
Federal Civil-Defense Administra- 
tion is developing a workable plan 
to cope with an attack by atomic 
weapons—the worst possible dis- 
aster. If the civil-defense health 
service is prepared to meet such 
attack, officials reason, it is pre- 
pared for anything of a lesser na- 
ture. The plan for health service 
has been set up to relieve suffering 
and to save lives. Those lives will 
be saved by individuals, however, 
not by an organization. The ob- 
jective of this carefully developed 
plan is to enable each person to 
make the most efficient use of his 
or her special skills at the local 
level.

CONTROL OF DENTAL FEES IN WARTIME 


THERE IS a danger that in a war economy, an economy of scarcity, 
some dentists will begin to play hard to get. Appointment books will 
become filled and war-engendered arrogance will appear in certain 
dental offices. Some people will have money and fewer places to spend 
it. They will do as they did during World War II—begin to seek dental 
service. This is to their good and to the good of dentists. In those 
former war days of affluence, a harvest was reaped by many dentists 
who declared a moratorium on operative procedures and directed their 
thoughts and energies to the more remunerative prosthetic replacements, 

Even if the dental population were to remain fixed, dentists generally 
would stand to profit from the inflation, scarcities, and controls of a 
war economy; but the dental population will be reduced as mobilization 
expands. With 5,000,000 in uniform by July 1, it will be necessary to 
divert 10,000 dentists from the civilian to the military population. With 
planned ultimate armed forces of 13,000,000, dentists to the number of 
26,000 will be withdrawn from civilian practice. This is one-third of 
the dental population of the country. The remaining two-thirds will be 
required to serve 137,000,000 persons. It will be a seller’s market as 
most markets are in wartime. 

It may be a sanguine kind of plea to ask the dental profession to 
consider voluntary and self-imposed controls and fees during the com- 
ing war economy. Voluntary price controls have failed in industry and 
business because of avarice and greed. Compulsory measures are the 
only methods to regulate prices, as the Administration has learned the 
hard and deliberate way. If wages are to be fixed, prices controlled, and 





corporate excess war profits taxed heavily, there is no reason why} 


limits on income from professional practice should not be fixed by 
federal legislation. Dentists, physicians, lawyers, and other self-em 
ployed professional people, should not be too shocked to learn d 
proposals to tax excess profits from practice. 
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If 1945-50 were to be considered as base years and a professional 
earner averaged, for example, $12,000 net income for each of these 


tyears, it would be simple for the government to establish that income 
over this amount would be considered to originate from the scarcities 


and demands of war. If that is true this income should, therefore, be 
taxed in the same manner as excess corporate income. Although such a 
form of control of professional income has not been seriously proposed 
by the government tax experts, such thoughts have flitted through the 
minds of some people in Washington who have punitive designs against 
dentists and physicians. We should not forget that many of the Fair 
Deal planners are incensed over the way dentists and physicians got 
out and fought against compulsory health insurance. Vengeance is not 
unknown to some of these people, and if they can hector and annoy us 
under the guise of a war emergency they will do so. Punitive tax 
legislation could be one form of that annoyance. 

During the last war when dentists were called into Service, their 
practices were dissipated and their offices were taken over by dentists 
who remained at home. When these men were in Service, they com- 
plained darkly and derisively of their colleagues on the “home front.” 
When they returned to their own communities and found office space 
unavailable and former patients satisfied in their new relationships, 
there was loud lamenting. Many dentists who served before will be 
required to serve again. The prospects of breaking loose the bonds of 
practice and vacating an office to which they may not be allowed to 
return are not pleasant; particularly when such sacrifices come twice 
in a lifetime. 

There is no reason why anyone should profit excessively from a war— 
and that includes dentists. It would be admirable if the dental profession 
could work out voluntary fee controls, methods to prevent excessive 
profits, and means to protect the interests of dentists in military service. 
{f we lack such’ moral sense, we may expect to see the government 
supply the force by compulsion. 
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DENTISTS CAN QUALIFY FOR 
SOCIAL SECURITY 


DESPITE THE fact that dentists and other professional men and women 
are not specifically included under the new federal Sociay Security Act, 
there is a way they can qualify for a retirement income under this law, 
According to a booklet SociaL Security EXPLAINED, just issued by 
Commerce Clearing House of Chicago, a dentist who takes any employ. 
ment covered by the Social Security Act for a period of only eighteen 
months, may receive a pension at or near the retirement age of 65 of as 
much as $80 a month when he quits this employment. Afterward he 
may continue his professional activities to whatever extent he wishes. 
If in his “temporary” position he receives $3600 per year, his total tax 
contribution will be only $81, virtually all of which will be covered by 
‘ his first month’s retirement check. 


As the booklet points out, retirement benefits are not payable in any 
one month in which the beneficiary earns more than $50 in wages or 
income from occupations covered by the Social Security Act. Because 
dentistry is not covered, income from practice is not affected by this 
provision. Neither will income from interest, dividends, or rents stop 
the benefits. Thus a dentist may continue to practice his profession after 
he reaches retirement age, and collect dividends from any investment 
program he may be carrying on, in addition to receiving his Social 
Security retirement income.

IMPORTANCE OF ORAL FOCUS OF INFECTION 


CERTAIN ORAL lesions are maintained by foci located within the oral 
cavity, as in the case of Vincent’s infection. The most common oral 
focus is located in the periodontal tissues, and is revealed by gingivitis, 
periodontal disease, or pericoronal lesions. There may be clinical evi- 
dences of such infections, but the only way of locating them is by X-ray. 

The periapical granuloma has been recognized for some time as an 
important oral focus of infection. Edentulous areas may contain residual 
areas of infection or retained root fragments. In each case, roentgeno- 
grams should be made for accurate diagnosis.—The Bulletin of the 
Cleveland Dental Society.

Prosthetics for Children 

Q.—What is the earliest age at which 
it is considered safe to insert permanent 
bridgework for a child? In this case, the 
upper right central incisor was lost 
some years ago and the patient has 
been wearing a temporary denture 
since then. She is now fourteen and 
mature physically. 

I plan to construct a porcelain jacket 
on the left central, supporting a pontic; 
or a three-quarter inlay on the left cen- 
tral and a pontic with a small rest on 


the right lateral—A.C.R., New York. 
A.—There can be no hard and 


fast rule as to the age at which it 
would be safe to make a bridge 
abutment on a maxillary central 
incisor. If the left central in your 
case has had one or two Class III 
restorations for a year or more, 
and the roentgenograms show a 
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relatively small pulp; probably it 
would be safe to make a conserva. 
tive inlay preparation now. If the 
tooth has had no restorations or 
if the pulp is fairly large, it would 
not be safe to make a bridge abut. 
ment preparation, in my opinion, 
for three or four years. 

If you will send me a roentgeno. 
gram of the left central I will be 
glad to read it for you and give 
you my opinion on the present 
position of the pulp.—GeEorce R. 
WARNER. 


Malocclusion 

Q.—I have a patient, 14 years of age, 
whose lower incisors occlude against the 
gingivae just posterior to the upper in. 
cisors. This causes an identation in the 
gingivae. I should like to know your 
method of treatment.—E.L.P., Alabama. 


A.—A simple and effective way 
to treat such a condition is to make 
a palate-fitting acrylic splint with 
a shelf or table for the lower an. 
terior teeth to occlude against so 
as to throw the posterior teeth con- 
pletely out of occlusion. 

This should be worn day and 
night with the result that the low- 
er anterior teeth will be shortened 
or intruded somewhat and, at the 
same time, the posterior teeth will 
be elongated. If the upper anterior 
teeth are retruding or cupping back 
at the incisal edges, the palate- 
fitting splint should contact their 
lingual surfaces and will have 4 
tendency to push them forward 
and straighten them up. If, on the 
other hand, the upper anterior 
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are protruding, the acrylic should 


ibe cut away back of these teeth 


permitting them to retrude. 
This condition is likely to de- 
velop because of pressure from 


- jresting the chin on the palm of 


the hand. If this is the case, the 
habit should, of course, be broken.

Thymol Sterilization 

Q.—In using thymol as a sterilizing 
agent, what concentration do you use. 
and with what do you mix it? A 
saturated solution with water seems 
weak, as it only takes I gm. of the 
crystals for 1000 cc. of water.—E.P.D., 
Minnesota. 

A—Day recommends full 
strength thymol for cavity sterili- 
zation, and he has found that thy- 
mol crystals melt at 51.5 C. He 
noted that “a few crystals will re- 
main in the porous dentine if the 
liquid is blown out with warm air, 
but the cavosurface margins will 
be free.” 

A saturated solution of thymol 
and chloroform is desirable for 
application to a cavity for its steri- 
lizing effect. The solution can be 
applied with a cotton pellet or 
picked up between the points of 
cotton pliers and carried into the 
cavity—GEORGE R. WARNER. 


Denture Difficulties 

Q.—You have written a great deal 
about using red and ivory disclosing 
wax in adjusting dentures. Would you 
tell me, if possible, how to “read” 
such a denture? For example, occa-

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sionally, when the patient closes on 
the denture where the ivory wax is ap- 
plied, the whole tissue surface of the 
lower denture becomes bare except at 
the periphery, where all the wax is 
concentrated. Does this mean that the 
entire bare surface has to be ground 
with a stone? 

While applying the red wax to the 
occlusal surfaces of the teeth, the pa- 
tient may move his jaws laterally, caus- 
ing the center of the teeth to become 
bare and leaving the red wax on the 
cusps. In this case, do you grind the 
bare surface of the teeth? 

Could you also tell me what causes 
an upper denture to fracture in the 
center? How can this be prevented? 
The fracture occurs in acrylic dentures. 

Often a patient with full upper and 
lower dentures will come in and com- 
plain that, “My teeth are dull; I can- 
not chew with them. Can you sharpen 
them?” The dentures are satisfactory 
in all other respects. What causes this 
condition, and how can it be corrected? 
—H.B.S., Massachusetts. 

A.—In the case you describe 
where the ivory disclosing wax is 
displaced uniformly over the whole 
tissue-bearing surface of a denture, 
I would say that you have achieved 
a perfect fit and should not grind 
this surface at all. 

If I understand your use of the 
red disclosing wax on occlusal 
surfaces, I would say yes, grind 
the bare spots until they are well 
distributed and indicate a uniform, 


well-balanced occlusion. Of course | 


you should be certain that the 
bare spots are not caused by the 
adhesion of some red wax to the 
opposing cusps. In my technique, 
I apply the red wax to the occlusal 
surfaces of the lower teeth only 
and lubricate the upper teeth with 
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the patient’s saliva or a lubricant 
to prevent the wax from adhering 
to them. 

I think I minimize the number 
of split upper dentures in my prac- 
tice by setting and grinding the 
teeth so that the heaviest occlusal 
stress comes on the upper lingual 
cusps which minimizes the leverage 
stress across the palate. 

When patients complain that 
their porcelain teeth are dull, I 
take a small knife-edged diamond 
stone; have my assistant hold a 
towel under my hand holding the 
denture; and throw a stream of 
water on the stone while I grind 
grooves and sluiceways into the 
teeth. This usually helps some.—V. 
CLYDE SMEDLEY. 


Extraction Hemorrhage 

Q.—Just what medication should be 
given to a patient who suffered severe 
hemorrhage following the extraction of 
several teeth a few months ago? 

Now, this young woman requires a 
full-mouth extraction. I want to give 
her vitamin K, but am in doubt as to 
the dosage and the amount of time 


prior to extraction it should be given. 


She will have several teeth extracted 
each week. If use of vitamin K is not 
advisable, what would you recommend 
as a substitute and as a method of ad- 
ministration?—E, W. J., Pennsylvania. 


A.—Vitamin K comes in one- 
dose ampules. It is most effective 
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when administered from 12 to 24 
hours prior to extraction. Vitamin 
K acts through liver stimulatio 
and may be harmful to a patient 
with a diseased liver. 5 
Recently we have been usin 
koagamin, which acts —_ 
promptly and with less possible” 
harm.—V. CLYDE SMEDLEY.

Q.—Are there known cases of per. 
sons allergic to dentures made of 
acrylic resins?

A.—I am not sure that I have : 
ever seen a case of acrylic allergy ; 
where pure methyl-methacrylate” 
monimer and polymer were used _ 
and where the material was cured | 
fully. Where tissue congestion or 
irritation occurs under a denture- 
I am inclined to search diligently = 
for some other cause than allergy 
to acrylic; for example, failure on 
the patient’s part to keep the den- By 
ture scrupulously clean, a rough 
or unglazed or unpolished denture 
surface, or vitamin deficiency in 
the diet.—V. CLYDE SMEDLEY.

"Orders over 20 03s. F.O.B. Seattle 
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Even though Colonel Abner Doubleday 
of Cooperstown laid out the first baseball 
diamond in 1839, the “great American 
pastime’”’ got its real start in 1845 when

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AN OPEN LETTER TO THE DENTAL PROFESSION 





Dear Doctor: 


In the course of our fifteen years of service to the dental profession, we have seen 
and experimented with a great many techniques for denture construction. A 
number of these techniques seemed to have considerable merit, but up to now 
each one was disqualified for at least one of two reasons. 


1) Our primary objection was that we did not feel we were in a position to 
judge a new technique.
